1. You will recall that, when the IAC representatives con- 
sidered the Board 9 s proposed Estimates Program for 1952 at a 
meeting on 30 April 1952 , it was mentioned, that the EEC Senior 
Staff had expressed a deair® for an estimate on the above subject 
in tim© for tis© in work on the FY 1954 budget-, i.e . » by early 
September. Since the proposed tine period fell between that of 
irm-6/f and that of NIE-65, it was left that this office would 
look into methods of producing such a paper xrith minimum inter- 
ference with those two |ssrojects and minimum additional xjoarKLood. 
on the IAC agencies* staffs and on the Board through meetings 
and otherwise , 


2. It now appears likely that HIE-64, Bart I, will be 
completed not before late August although on uncoordinated 
draft is now available. On NBJ-65, teams of reference have 
boon approved by the XAG representatives and a production 
schedule sot calling for contributions on dates ranging from 
Sontember 26 to October 31. It is thus more than ever dear 
that the contributions to HIE-65 cannot be used, as such, as 
the basis for an interim paper to meet the ICC requirement.

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cannot be met lagr this paper, supplemented by a chert additional 
estimate on changes anticipated to the period between 1953 and 
1954, The Executive Secretary informs us that to his judgment 
such a combination would meet tho HSC need eubalaantlally^

to the stogie question: ,! How and to what respects night the 
situation there portrayed be expected to change to the ensuing

5. We propose to defer consideration of this supplement xry 
paper until after 1JIB»64, Bart I, has at least been sent to you 
for review* However, we believe that for scheduling purposes 
the supplementary paper should be given a separate masher to the 
HID or SE series , preferably the latter, to the near future «
